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Commandment , and of the faid Act of Parliament. And that the ſaid Henry Biſhop, His Deputies, Servants 
and Aſſigns may the better intend the ſervice and duty of the ſaid Office of Palt-Matter-Grneral te do herebp 
further Declare Our Royal Will and Pleaſure to be, That the ſaid Henry Biſhop, His Deputies, Servants and 
Allignes, ſhall be fromhencefozth freed, exempted, and diſcharged, of, and from ſerving upon all Yuries, J 
queſts, Multers, oꝛ any other Publike Emplopments oꝛ attendances, that may any way impede, retarde, oz 
- prejudice the execution of his oꝛ their duty and ſervice in the ſaid Office; And that he and they ſhall have and en⸗ 
jop all ſuch P2iviledges as have bern fozmerly granted by any of Our Royal Anteſtoꝛs, unto the Maſters of their 
8, and ſervants. And ie do further expzefly Wull and Command by theſe pzeſents, all Maiozs, Sheriffs, 
ces of Peace, Conſtables,Bailtffs,all Searchers of Dur Poꝛts, andall other Our Officers and Miniſters 
Whereſoever, within their ſeveral Juriſdictions and Offices from time to time to make diligent ſearch foz all 
Males , Bougets, and other carriages of all ſuch diſallowed and unlicenced Carriers and Meſlengers, oz 
other ſuſpected perſous carrying Pacquets. oꝛ Letters. from plate to place within Our ſaid Realms and Domini=- 
ons, 92 coming in oz going out of this Realm, to oꝛ from any other Kingdoms oꝛ Countries, contrary to the te⸗ 
no: of the ſaid Act of Parliament, and the Rights and Pziviledges of the Poſt-Maſter-General therein declared 
and eſtabliſhed ; and to Seize all and every ſuch Males and Pacquets of Letters which ſhall be found in the 
hands ot perſons not having lawful Marrant oꝛ Authozity krom Pur Poſt-Maſter-General foꝛ the time being, 
to carry the ſame and the laid Males oꝛ Paequets off Letters, together with the names of the perſons ſo,as afoze= 
laid, pzeſuming to convey them, immediately to lemd up, and certifieco Our P2ivy Councel.
